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My  kind  Cc-operator, 


Hat  from  you  of  the  eighth  Ixiftant  I  re- 
ceived, and  am  entirely  yours.  God 
fpeed  ^low  here,  and  in  England.  I 
hope  rt  time  to  give  you  a  good 
Accost  of  my  little  Embafly  in  this 
place.  No  body  at  the  Hague  know* 
any  thing  or  it  yet  j  nor  ihall  they.  Be 
lure  no  Poft  to  fail  me  ;  elfc  I  and  my 
Fellow-Labourers  here,  (hall  be  to  feek 
in  our  Buiinefs.  Tell  our  Friends  I 
cannot  go  quick  and  through  with  it ,  unlefs  conftant  returns  be 
made  hither,  to  fill  the  Bag  and  the  Bottle.  Thefe  are  the  Baits 
that  I  muft  ri(h.  with:  the  fureft  way  to ca&di  vsxAmfterdam- 
ir.er  is  by  the  Belly. 

We  were  laft  night  no  lefs  than  Three  Nations  together  at  Sup- 
per •  but  all  of  a  Knot ,  nothing  can  untie  us  but  want  of  Money. 
My  Scotch  Fugitive  was  fbfharp  and  quick  upon  fight  of  Flefh- 
meat,  that  he  laid  afide  his  long  Grace,  and  without  bleiLngGod, 
or  curfmg  the  Duke  of  L.  he  fell  to  r  and  fed  like  a  Farmer; 
white  I,  mapping  a  Bit  now  and  then,  "fell  to  tunning  up  Old 
Hock  in  Min  Heer  the  Burgomafter  ;  for  our  Companion  is  of 
fuch  a  humour  that  till  he  be  top-full,  he  never  vents  his  Oracles 
againft,  the  Houfe  of  Orange,  and  Court  of  England.  But  in  this 
"Pickle,  the  Man  is  old  dog  at  driving  Private  Trade,  and  Fublick 
Counftls  •  So  e're  Supper  was  done,  we  became  ripe,  for-  buiinefs. 

About  half  an  hour  after,  came  in  two  or  'three  more  of  the 
Magiftrates ,  and  with  them  fbme  Scots  of  the  common  Perfecu- 
tion:  Then  the  Rorner  having  walkt  a  round  or  two  more,  and 
our  Letters  of  Intelligence  from  all  parts  hung/read,  your  Ac- 
counts from  England  pleafed  me  belt ,  other  from  "France  were  not 
much  inferiour,  and  mofl  welcome  to  Min  Httr,  becaule  as  Mon- 
Geur  Loirjoy  whiffles,  the  Louv'.jlem  Party  dances.  No  wonder 
then  that  the  influence  from  hence  hath  made  fuch  foul  weather  at 
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jhe  Hag0&  .  TbatKing^  law  'twas  his  beft  way  to  quit  the  Flemsfh 
Campagn,  and  divert  his  Army ,  when  lefs  than  one  quarter  of 
the  Charge  may  fave  his  Stake  in  Flanders  till  another  Seafon, 
and  perhaps  without  the  ftriking  fb  much  as  one  ftroke,  fpoil  the 
'•de(igtt^f  Arms  out  of  England  and  Holland. 

He  had  Intelligence  the  Tide  is  turned  in  England :  that 
whereas  laft  year  fbme  of  us  were,  for  War  againft  him ,  We  now 
are  the  Men  that  cry  it  down  :  I  perceive  charging  of  Piftols  by 
a  French  hand,  may  fbmetimes  do  more  than  all  their  Cannon  : 
The  Court  fbme  Months  ago  were  reviled  as  Men  againft  the 
War,  and  Fenfioners  of  France  ;  Now  I  hear  the  Court  Minifters 
begin  to  retort  the  like  jealoufie  upon  you  and  your  Friends  :  Ve- 
rily, the  Dutch  fay,  yours  is  either  the  Floating-IJland,  or  founded 
upon  J^uick-filver :  and  this  part  of  the  Continent  here,  being  $ 
Quake-mire,  is  moveable  too,  though  not  fb  quick  •  The  French 
offer  now  as  well  as  we  to  the  Shrine  of  De  Witt,  the  Martyr  and 
Saint  of  this Republick;  'and  his  Louvefteiners  refblve  that  you 
and  our  Scotch  Friends  {hall  not  get  All ;  For  they ,  if  they  can, 
will  do  as  much  of  his  bufinefs  as  the  beft  of  you :  only  they 
take  it  not  well  to  be  fb  ihamm'd  with  that  broad  ftory  about  a  pre- 
tended Project  of  Peace  betwixt  France  and  England  in  favour  of 
the  Swede  ;  The  NaJJ'auvians  now  at  the  Hague,  conclude  it  was 
but  a  French  piece  ofGullery,  to  choak  the  Current  of  the  General 
Confederacy :  A  meer  State-ftrategem  to  blow  off  the  Prohibition 
of  French  Commodities  in  this  Country. 

'Twas  neatly  done,  and  had  like  to  have  taken  erTecl; ,  thanks  be 
to  you  (SIR)  and  the  reft  of  your  Friends,  who  gave  the  occafion 
of  difputing  it  here  ,  by  yoking  your  felves  to  the  Prohibition 
firft,  that  this  State  might  remain  at  liberty  to  lurch  you  after- 
wards, if  they  think  it  convenient.  'Twas  delicately  done  alfb 
to  worry  and  hurry  one  another  into  Refblutions  for  a  War  before 
you  were  ready  •  and  now  when  'tisrefblved  on;  to  clog  and  clap 
on  W eights  to  hinder  it.  At  this  rate  things  muft  needs  very  kind- 
ly operate :  Your  laft  hath  given  me  and  the  reft  of  your  Friends 
here  admirable  fatisfa£tion  •  go  on  and  profper  in  all  the  particu- 
lars of  your  contrivance  •  the  day's  your  own :  if  we  can  but  ap- 
ply freuh  Leeches  to  thePofteriors  of  the  Kingdom ,  we  fhall  fbon 
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recover.  Thole  that  arc  here  for  the  Intereft  of  Republick  will 
be  forward  enough  too ,  if  France  be  cordial  (which  we  doubt 
not)  to  our  Party.  He  hath  his  end  in  it  upon  them,  and  us :  How- 
ever, our  Brains  lhall  ftrctch  hard  but  we  will  out-reach  him. 
What  a  fight  'tis  to  fee  our  Friends  in  England,  Holland,  and  Scot- 
land,  fo  well  twitted !  This  Three-fold  Cord  is  ftrong  enough  to 
hang,  or  hamper  all  our  Adverfaries. 

Methinks  I  fee  your  Grandees  lodged  in  Truckle-beds  already  -y. 
'twill  fbon  be  done,  if  we  firft  handfomely  divide  the  Courtiers, 
and  make  ufe  of  the  envy  of  fome  of  them  at  their  Fellows,  then 
put  them  like  Pellets  to  drive  out  one  another. 

The  only  way  to  wheedle  them  into  it,  is,  firft  by  round  charges 
to  endeavour  a  remove  of  the  Minifcers  in  pofleilion  j  'tis  the 
ready  way  to  come  at  the  Matter ;  the  hope  of  their  Places  will  en- 
gage the  reft  of  them  tohelp  on  the  work^et  but  this  wheel  a  going, 
and  thefe  are  the  Cogs  that  will  turn  round  the  Mill.  What  though 
you  have  hitherto  had  but  ill  luck  in  lifting  at  them  ?  If  one 
Broadfide  do  not  fink  a  Veffel,  another  may :  It  was  a  wife  Provi- 
dence that  refcrved  our  Confeffors  laft  year  for  this  purpofe.  The 
treating  of  fuch  Men  with  Sugar-plums,  and  Sweet-meats  to  throw 
among  the  People ,  did  Stafford's  bufinefs,  and  yours,  and  the 
King's  too.  It  was  thought  the  ready  road  to  fweetning  and  Quiet; 
but  behold  a  Troop  of  Thoufands !  yielding  in  one  point  made 
way  to  ask  All,  and  the  Multitude  to  believe  all  were  guilty  as 
well  as  one.    A  tacit  Court-confeffion  of  guilt  by  one  Sacrifice, 
paft  for  Proof  enough  that  all  was  true  of  the  reft.    If  the  fame 
point  can  be  gained  again,be  it  but  an  unbloody  piece  of  work,fb  it 
amount  to  a  removal  of  any  one  principal  Man ,  it  may  perhaps 
take  the  moreeafily,  and  do  the  Feat  as  well,  if  not  better :  Shape 
your  vengeance  as  it  may  not  ftartle  the  Nature  of  their  Matter :  So 
Court-places  may  fall  one  after  another  ;  there's  your  reward  upon 
Earth,  whatever  elfe  you  may  expecl:  from  Heaven. 

Ply  His  Majetty  with  warm  Clothes  if  ye  can;  tell  him  hei* 
Juft  and  Good  ;  but  Counfels  are  ill,  or  weak,  no  matter  which. 
Drive  any  peg  that  will  go ;  Sooth  him,  in  hope  to  finite  the  other : 
A  dogged  humour  of  no  Money  will  pleale  the  People  >  and 
plunge  him.    Start  up  difficulties,  promote  his  neceillties  j  then 
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work  upon  'em ;  and  make  bold  to  tell  him,  only  new  Friends  can 
remedy 'em.  Read  your  Lectures  backward,  fey  the  War  was 
molt  advifable  laft  year,  when  he  had  neither  Preparations  nor 
Moneys  for  it  j  but  not  now  you  have  got  him  into  it.  Bring  on 
neiv  Accounts  of  Growth  of  Popery  and  Arbitrary  Gwernment : 
Charge  them  upon  evil  Counjellers :  Be  fure  to  lift  'cm,  at  any 
hand  lift  'cm:  Noyfe  may  do  it  j  ah,  but  Tumult  is  wanting  ! 
Then  burn  the  Pope  again,  to  fulfill  the  Revelation;  that  will 
draw  together  the  Rabble  ,  But  forget  not  Cakes  and  Ale  for' 'cm ; 
Pot-valiant  will  do  as  much  as  Yrefs-money^ii  you  bid  Defiance 
to  a  Standing-army,  though  it  be  but  in  the  Clouds. 

If  this  will  not  do  in  the  City,  then  once  again  prefs  Grand 
Jury-men  in  the  Counties,  to  Petition  for  a  New  Parliament. 
It  was  well  and  wifely  done  to  (end  them  down  the  late  Books,  to 
infpire  and  quicken  'em.  The  Judges  will  not  dare  to  hinder , 
if  in  the  mean  time  you  Rattle  them  roundly  for  what  they  have 
done.  If  you  perceive  them  fturdy,  then  caft  Dirt  at 'em  ;  it  will 
ftick,  and  (pot  too,  it  being  upon  Scarlet.  You  have  men  of  Law 
enow  that  have  done  you  lervice,  who  gape  for  their  PJaces :  'Tis 
fit  their  mouths  mould  be  ftopt,  that  they  may  open  with  Alacrity 
at  Prerogative  and  Allegiance. 

'Tis  fine ,  to  fee  our  Scotijh  Friends  trace  the  old  Method 
of  1 640.  And  how  every  thing  hits  to  improve  the  Brotherly  Cor- 
refpondencc :  Lords  and  Grievances  came  then  together  out  of 
Scotland;  God  fend  us  good  luck;  you  know  what  follow'd. 
They  then  went  to  Court  one  day,  another  day  to  Conventicles, 
and  Conclaves,  in  London;  Advife  them  to  do  fb  now,  Anew  bti- 
lile  again  ft  that  Government  began  An.  1674,..  Wc.  and  our 
Party  at  the  fame  time  began  the  likebuftle  at  Wefimwfitr :  They, 
and  we  have  walkt  hand  in  hand  like  Brethren  ever  fince.  What 
have  we  to  do  next ,  but  to  revive  and  rake  that  Phoenix  the 
COVENANT,  out  of  its  Afhes  ? 

Be  it  your  Care  to  time  the  Bufinefs  •  my  Scotch  Confidents 
-here  do  (ay,  no  time  font  at  home,  as  when  the  KiNG  is  Engaged 
abroad  :  then  it  will  do  the  French  work,  and  ours  to. 

Methinks  "'tis  fine  Mufick  when  thele  Four  Nations  play  in 
0>ncert-  and  'tis  Glorious  for  Scotland,  that  it  hath  the  Honour  to 
Lead  the  Dance.  What 
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What  a  dull  Brute  of  late  is  the  Subject  of  England  \  There- 
forel(  as  the  old  Song  faith)  Blew  Cap  forme.  Our  men  of  that 
Nation  Write,  Preach,  and  Fight  too ;  they  have  got  likewife 
the  right  knack  of  Diftin£tion,  and  underftand  the  way  of  Sur> 
plicating  the  KING's  Perfon  again  ft  His  Authority.  Thefum 
of  all  is,  get  out  the  great  Loon  there,  and  perhaps  none  elie  can 
Saddleor  Mount  'em Tor  His Majefties  Service.  I  like  that  Courffe 
confulted  by  our  good  Friends,  that  if  he  cannot  be  Impeached  in 
Scotland ,  'tis  but  turning  the  Table,  and  you  may  do  it  at 
H'efiminfter.  The  Pitcher  hath  two  Ears :  if  you  cannot  lay  hold 
on  one  lide,  take  him  by  t'other,  and  dafh  him  to  the  ground : 
Remember  his  'name  is  not  only  Lauder  dad ,  but  Guilford  too. 
The  honeft  Covenanters  have  been  wheiting  their  Pens  at  him 
thefe  Five  years ;  fb  have  we  our  Spleens  in  England,  we  have 
fpent  the  moft  part  of  our  Gaul  in  Ink-pots;  Try  what  the  reft 
will  do  in  a  round  Charge  or  two.

l  am  fbrry  we  have  loft  the  Prime  Pen  ;  therefore  make  fare  of 
Andrew.  Hee's  afhrewd  man  againft  Popery,  though  for  his  Re- 
ligion, you  may  place  him,  as  Pafquin  at  Rome  placed  Henry  tie 
Eighth, betwixt  MoJes,the  MeJ]iah,zn&  Mahomet,  with  this  Motto 
in  his  Mouth,  quo  me  vert  am  nefcio.  'Tis  well  he  is  now  Trans  fro* 
fed  into  Politicks  they  fay- he  had  much  ado  to  live  upon  Poetry 
What  a  Blunt-tool  the  People's  become!  No  mutiny  ?  However, 
let  him  whet  on  till  they  take  an  Edge,  and  be  fare  that  you  and 
the  reft  of  our  Comrades  whet  him. 

'Tis  time  now  to  Say,  or  Print  any  thing  that  will  fharperr. 
Blacken  the  whole  undertaking;  Say,  in  this  Marching  Army  is 
Gouch'd  a  Standing  one.  Rant  roundly  at  Adjournments :  Say, 
Neutrality  is  better  now  when  we  are  arm'd,  than  it  was  when  we 
were  not.  Say  all  you  can  to  befool  the  For  am  Confederacy,  and 
fruftrate  it ;  for,  what  was  Wifdom  laft  Summer,  is  none  now. 
Do  all  you  can  to  fpoyl  this  Meeting  alfb ;  then  follows  No  JUlaney  : 
Urge  that  point  long  and  loud ;  it  may  force  the  Graft  to  do  that 
lor  fapply,  which  we  may  have  occafion  to  Rail  at  afterwards  and 
Rouze  men  with  a  Witnefs,  Vlyxk&Nortkem  Supplicators,  and 
let  them  ply  you.
